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REMARKS 

Initially, Applicants would like lo thank the Examiner for the courtesies extended during 
the reeent interview held on October 14, 2004. The claim amendments made by this paper are 
consistent with the proposals discussed during the interview. 

In the first Office Action, mailed August 25, 2004, claims 1-48 were rejected in view of 
Leonard (U.S. Patent No. 6,721,784).' Claim 14 was also objected to because of informalities. 
These infonnalit.es have been overcome by the amendments made to claim 14. By this paper, 
claims l. 12, 14, 27, 29 and 43 have been amended, claims 11, 42, 45-48 have been cancelled, 
and claims 49-50 have been added, such that claims 2-10, 12-41, 43-44, 49-50 remain pending, 
of which claims 1, 12. 14. 27, 29 and 43 are the independent claims at issue. 2 

As discussed during the interview, the present invention is generally directed to methods, 
systems and computer-program products, as recited in the independent claims, for discouraging 
dissemination of information contained within an c-mail message. During the interview, claim 
amendments were presented that clarify embodiments of the invention in which an e-mail 
message is only transmitted to an e-mail reader client after the e-mail server first determines that 
the e-mail client is capable of implementing one or more functions that have been applied to the 
e-mail message by the c-mail sender that limit the opportunity to disseminate the e-mail 
message. 



Claims 1-9, 11-18, 20-44 and 46-48 were rejected under 35 U <? r s irw»\,,k • 
claims 10-19 and 45 were rejected under 35 UScSS § ( } ?. be, " g anuc, P atcd Leonard while 
art status of the cited art is L 25 1 1 An^ T atentable ?
